ADMIRABLE INNOVATION. 


A New System Adopted in the Office of Re- 
corder of Vuters—City Hall Notes. 

Mr. Clarence Hoblitzelle, Recorder of Voters, has 
just introduced a system for economizing labor iu 
transacting the business of his office, which is an 
admirable thing in its way and promises to save a 
large sum of money to the city each year. Hitherto

V 
the books are up for election these cards are 
taken in order, and the last entries 
thereon are copied into the books in 
which they belon Thus acomplete record of 
the changes of dence of every voter will be kept 
for years. By this arrangement four men can do 
the work previously done by twenty.
